The Board of Aldermen for lliUtS Meet for 
the Last Time— The Uayor Thanked for 
Services— The Eeporters Oouie In for a 
Hhare of the Qood WordB— The Final 
Buaincss ef the Year Transacted. 

A special nioetiii!:; of the board of iildor- 
moii — tho last inocting of thu coiiucil of 
18H8 — >viis held last uvciiitig in tho 
iiiayor'u otlico. Tlioro wofo present, 
Mayor (iraiit, in the chair, and Aid. 
Br.idon, Kelly, Cougldaii, Vigolius, Wil- 
.son aiul Stylus. 

Aid. Coughliui stMtod that tuiidors for 
l>riiitiug the reports had been received, 
and Mr. Cohen's was found to bo the low- 
est. 

Aid. Urndoii said ho had much pleasure 
in iiuiking a motion. Since the liugiiiniiig 
of tho [last year niiich had bouii done. 
Hu had beon glad to sec that tlio mayor 
had atuck to his duty during 
tho year. Had the last mayor dune 
as vrell, muck of tho trouble of the year 
would have been avoided. He had al- 
ways found the mayor onorgotic, faithful 
and efficient, and moved a vote of thanks 
from the council of 1888 to liis worship. 
Tho work of the nldermaiiic bourd was 
hard and thankless. It cost every luom- 
bor of the board at least §1,000 a year, 
and the mayor not less than $2,000 a year, 
to meet the expenses incident to their work 
as niouibcrs of tho council. In regard to 
tho geiiund audit, he wished to say that 
he was tho tirsl man to sjjeak of it on the 
platform, in 1S8(). Mr. Toaiso followed, 
and said that he would as.sist. In tho 
council afterwards h« had introduced tho 
motion in rug:ird to the audit, but it was 
Huiendod to make tho mover Mr. I'uarae, 
while he seconded the motion. Kotliing 
came cft-the-'matter, Mr. Pearse HtjUed 
afterwards that ho had obtained legal 
opinion, and had decided that it was im- 
possible for the council to order an audit 
for any year but the one the council were 
then working in. Aid. Braden then pro- 
ceeded to review the dilliculties the alder- 
men experienced in taking action in re- 
gard to the audit, owing to Mr. Fell's 
habit of leaving tho chair each time tho 
matter came up, and the incidents in con- 
nection with the audit Up to date, and 
the (lai't that he had taken in it. Since 
ho had been in thu council, Aid. Braden 
thought that hu with all the other mem- 
bers of tho boai'el, had done their duty. 
Ho thouglit the incoming council was 
coiupoHcd of capable, determined men. 
There would bo many important matters, 
drainage in particular, for them to con- 
sider and carry out. Flo had much 
jiloasure in moving a vote of tlnnka to 
Mayor tJrant. 

Id VigclitiK, in .■icconding the omtimi., 
hoped that the resolution would bo pre- 
pared in suitable style, lie congratulated 
Mil. Braden on the feeling hu had ox- 
]ire.ssud. Uei agreed with him in regard 
to the harnionifms working of the board 
during 1888. ()pi>osition at the council 
board, as in every other fiiriii of goveru- 
inent, was necessary to progress and sat- 
isfactory wi.rk.

SUPREME COURT. 

(Before Hon. Mr. Justice 'Walkemanda Speottd 
Jury.) 

Stephen Jones vs. The Guardian Insur- 
ance Coinpany. — This was an action to re- 
cover 84,CKX), tho amount of iiisuranco 
upon tho International hotel, Eaiiuimalt, 
and furuituro, which was destroyed by 
fire on the 16th February, 1888, tho de- 
fendant's policy being for 82,000 on the 
building and §2,000 on the furniture. 

The dofenoe set up was that the plain- 
tift" had delivered a fraudulent claim of his 
losses, as regards the furniture, placing 
the same at about $3,900, tho actual value 
of the furniture being loss than one-half 
of that sum, and clause 11 of the policy, 
which provides that a false or fraudulent 
claim should vitiate tho policy, was rolled 
upon. Tho dufonco also relied upon the 
failure of tho plaintili' to deliver a sworn 
statement of tho loss. 
_ The plaintiff claimed tKnt the condi- 
tion's of the policy, so fiir as they related 
to tho absonco of tho aworn statement, 
were waived by tho ofl'or which was jiroved 
to havo been uiadu by the dofeiidant, of 
§2,500 ill suttlemeiit. 

The plaintili' was not called as a wit- 
ness, and the dofendant's ciuinsel ten- 
dered in eviduuco a sw orn Htatumont with 
rofurenco to thu loaa, signed by tho plain- 
tifi' and given before E. llarrison, Esq., 
S. M., who held an inquest into ilu cauao 
of tho fire. Tho learned judgo ruled that 
tho sworn stiitoinoiit was iiiadiiiis.ible. 

The learned judgo in his siniimiiig up 
luft the whole case to tho jury, and over- 
ruled tho oxcejition of defendant's coun- 
sel that tho spucillc ijuestion of whether 
the claim uiadu by the plaintifl' was accu- 
rate or wilfully fatee, should be loft to the 
jury. 

After an abaeiieo of thiei,- hours tho 
foreman of the jury aiinonneed l iiat 7 out 
of the 8 juryiiieii had agreed upon a ver- 
dict in fiivdrof thoplaiiiiill'for !?3,500. Ilia 
lordship accujited the verdict, and denied 
a motion by the defondauts' coinisol to de- 
prive the plaintili' of costs.

We understand that Heine, the violin 
oirtuoso, and family, aro at the Rovore 
House, Pandora street, and likely to ro- 
raain for a week in this city. If induco- 
inonts were offered to him to give one 
more musical soiree, conaistiiig of almost 
exclusively classical music, it would re- 
dound to the credit of Victoria's cultivat- 
ed taste, and be a treat to all lovers of 
good music. 

There may be a caviller or two who 
question Heine's title of "Musician to II. 
M., the Quoon of England," but they for- 
got that a traveling artist in thu hands of 
tn imprcaaario does not interfere with tho 
lattor's mode of advert i.sing. Expreasioiis 
such as "world-renew lied, wonderful, etc., 
etc.," are an vmpressario'a language, but 
not those of a modest, amiable, cheerful 
artist, such as we found Mr. Heine when 
calling upon him at tho Rovore Hun.se. 
In answer to our query as to his fami- 
liarity with tho great classical masters, ho 
simply reached for his Ainati and gave us 
parts from Bach's, Beethoven's, Men- 
delssohn's, Spohr's, DeBoriot's, etc., etc's 
works. It is only justice to say, whether 
or or not he be '•Musician to H. M., the 
Queen of England," or toother crowned 
heads — that ho is an artist by the i.'ra.-o 
of God, an artist thoroughbred ! Alas, a 
blind ono, but nevertheless, one whose 
execution on the violin calls to memory 
an Ernst, Viuxtumps, .Sivori and Jo.ichim.

A 
certificate of improveiiiei:' .j waa issiumI 
tho 5th March, 1887. The claim was re- 
recorded on 10th Dec, 1887. On thu loth 
Jan., 1888, tho Gazette contained a notice 
that "all mineral and other mining claims 
in tho Yale district had been laid over by 
tho gold commissioner from 16th .January, 
1888, to l.-ith .lune, 1888. No certilicato 
of iinprovoiiionts was recorded between 
the lOth Dec, 1887, and the loth June, 
1888. Thu defoiidaiit, treating tho claim 
as abandoned mining ground, slaked and 
recorded it on the 2(5th June, 1888, 
tho "Domingo claim," and made and re- 
corded improvements to the value of SlOO, 
in accoidanco with tho miiierul act. 'I'l 
plaintiff sought to eject him and brought 
an action at Kaniloops, which was de 
cidod in tho defendant's favor by Mr. 
Juatica Walkom, on tho ground princi- 
pally that tho plaintiH" had not complied 
with any of tho conditions of ;,Sec. 8 of 
tho Mining act, 1880. 

From this judgment tho plaintiQ ap- 
pealed., to' the full court, contending that 
tho notice of the laying over of all mineral 
claims in Yale district absolved him from 
doing any work on his claim during tho 
close season.

THE BEHRINO'I^ SEA BUSINESS. 

One of the international nmttors that 
calls for a speedy Bettlemoiit ia tho right 
of tho Uriitoil Stiitea to o.xclimivo juriadic 
tion over Bohriii.ij['8 Sua. la tho vast cx- 
paiiRO of ocuiiii th:it ia i;iiowii by tliat 
iiaiiio iiioliiiu-tl ill tlio torritorial watorsuf 
thr L'liitc'.l .Statea/ir lujt / The iiidica- 
oiiioiia w. ro iii.st year that the Govern- 
uiLMit nf ilie (.ircut liuj>ublic had doubts on 
that queatiou. At any rate, it did not in- 
terfere with vessels of foreign countries in 
the way it did on previous years; Presi 
dont Cleveland did not lose sight of the 
iniittuf, for wt) aeu that in hia laat annual 
iiiuKsaLjo he stated tliat hisendoavDra to oa- 
t;il)liHh by iiitOfiiHtioiial co-opoiation 
niuasures fur tho prevention of tho ex- 
turininat.ion of the fur .soal in Buliring'a 
>5e,i had nut been rehixed, and tlnit lio 
lioped to be enabled auou to subimt 
elFective and satisfactory conventional pro- 
^ot with the maritime ppwera for the aj) 
proval of the Senate. This appears as if 
lie found the claim for exclusive, jurisdic 
tion by the United States ouuld not he 
miiintained and that he had been endea- 
voring to come to some agreement with 
other natiiina for tho preservation of the 
.seals. Thia wniild bo a reasonablo way 
of jivoccfediiii,', fur no one wants to see 
tlie fnr .seala exLerniinated. But as wo 
liave aei'ii, Mr. Clovoland'a nr- 
raiijjomenta with foreign nations, 
no matter how necessary or 
how reasonable they may be^ hav;e not 
lauch weight with the. Senate,, or rather 
they are not treated with even respectful 
coiisideiiition because his administration 
made tlicni. 

We see that other prooeedinga have 
been taken in the Senate with regard to 
tlii.s seal-taking buaineaa. (.)n tlio motion 
of Senator Hoar a resolution waa adopted 
ri'(iue:jtini.' the Pruaidunt to coniniuuicatc 
to it all correspondence with .the British 
Government in regard to the right uf' fish- 
ing, taking seal or navigating the Behring 
Sea cr the adjacent waters ; also the cir- 
cumstances in regard.to the seizure or re- 
lease of any British vessels in or near said 
wat(.'r« by the L'niled States ; also all 
rog ilatioiLs, rule.i or diroctiouj jnoniul- 
g;ited by tho I'nited Statea Goverinnent 
or any of il.i departmenta in relation to 
tisliing or l/iking seal in said aoa or wat- 
ers. Tlio leaolution furtlier reijueata the 
i'reiident to inform the Senate whuthar 
any rules and regulations concurning such 
lisliing or taking seal are enforced again.st 
citizens ur vessels of the United States 
which are not enforced on the citissens and 
vessels of other countries. It is pretty 
evident that the Senators want this infor- 
mation nut to a.saiat them in coming to it 
reasonablo at;reement with foreign iia- 
ti.iii-;, but to enable the L'nited 
.Slates to le.i.saert claim to 

the exclusive pnaacssioii of iiehring'a 
Sea. 'I'ho altitude of tlio Kepub- 
van party on the liaiioiies question has 
irot been either reasonable or conciliatory. 
It has endeavored to confine Great Brit- 
ain's jurisdiction on the eastern side uf 
tho continent within the narrowest pos- 
sible limits, while on' the western side it 
ha-j claimed for the United States mari- 
time riglita that are oxorciaed by no other 
nation on tbu faco of tho globe. It Ims 
Mei/.eil and coiiliacalod aliipa engaged in 
catcliiiig seals a Inuidred miles and more 
from riiiied .States '.urritory, while it has 
creatuil a great diHturbanco and become 
almost itu'ioua wlieu Canadian authorities 
soiised vessels fishing, within, three miles 
of British territO|ry ancl fouii^ violating 
the plainest provisions of. 'thp Fishery 
Treaty. If the new llepublipan Presi- 
dent acting in concert with the Repub- 
lican Senate inaistH upon an ao)cnowledg- 
nieiit of tliu claiiiia of tho United Statea 
l.ioxciu.sivo jurisdiction over tho waters 
lit I'lehriiig'a Sea, it i.a to bo liopod that 
(Ireat liiitain will contiiiuu lirinly to ro- 
fuae to lubnil any Hiich claim, and will iii- 
Hiat upon tlie matter being aubinitted for 
Hettlumuiit to an impartial international 
tribunal. 



The oomtnittae on iMerohant- Marinet 
and Fisheries instructed to' inquire into 

the Alaska busino.ss and to lind out wlio- 
tlier the l itrbbs and intoreBts of tho United 
States ill Ueliring's Sea had been violated 
rojiorted tliat tlui aeal.i in lliat sea had 
lieuii w.iiitoiily deatroyud. They said that 
iiOO,()l)0 Hcala had been killed in order 
to capture I!(),00(), that hardly one in sev- 
t:n of tlie Hoala allot had buuii recovorod. 
Un what grounds tliis adsertiun has boon 
piade it is nob kuown, but the; testimony 



of tho committee's witnesses was very far 
from being the truth. Vfeteran seal hunt- 
ers say that nearly all tho seals shot sro 
taken, and that it is vorj' unusual to 
lose a seal that has been killed. The un- 
necessary slaughter they affirm is made 
by the Alaska Commercial Company's 
men who kill quite a largo number of 
young seals whoso skiua aro of no use. 
When tho correspondent of tho Xew 
York 2 W6tMie '^attributed the wanton 
slaughter of •■ seal to British seal hunt- 
ers h^>eifeh9r.8tabed|\fJtl.^fc.ll}ea^ew to bo 
untrue or he made a random accusation 
on a subject about which he knew noth- 
iiKj. Neither British sealers nor Aineri- 
cim "poachers" aro such reckless destroy 
ers of the fur seal as tho men in the em 
ploy of the Alaska Company. 

FREEDOM OF SPEECH. 

The Americana boast that tlioira is the 
freest country in the world. This ia very 
ipiostionablo. Freedom of speech is co:i- 
sidered tho most important right of the 
member of a free community. If the in- 
stitutions, or tho laws, or the customs, 
of a country interfere with perfect free- 
dom of speebli, its iijhabitants, whatever 
the form of- goveniinoiit nndor which 
they live may be, ciiiinot be aaid to enjoy 
liberty in its higbeat form. \\hi\t re- 
strictions, if any, ought to be placed on 
liberty of speech ia a ma'ttor on which 
jieoplo differ very widely. Many niain- 
tain that no man should bo free to des- 
seniinate opinions dangerous to society. 
Bub what is a|i opinion dangerous to 
society 1 There are a thousand answers 
tu this question, all differing from eucii 
other. Some say that certain opinions re 
iating to religion are dangerous to tho 
v.ell-being of of society, and men should 
not bo allowed to de.ssominate them. 
tincQ admit this and you give govern- 
ments tho ijower to prosccnto men for 
couacionco aako, and it ia eaay to see that 
this wtmld open the door to religioua per- 
Beoution and to intolerable tyranny 
tithers again say that certain doctrines 
telative to the organization of society and 
the possession of property are dangenius, 
and those wht) hold them should not be 
porniittod to teach them by voice orpon to 
their fellow-citizens, Who is to bo the 
juilga of what social changea aro danger- 
ous, and what aro safe ? A govuriniient in- 
vested with the power of deciding what 
teachings aro iiornicioiis and what n hole- 
some and [iroper, would be in a position 
to put a atop to ail reform. If a citizen, 
before he made a speech or published a 
book,, had to appear . before a government 
censor to convince him of the wholesome 
tendency of tho views he purposed to pro- 
pogato, liberty of speech and liberty fif 
tiie proas would soon come to be noth 
ing but a name. It was liberty to discuss 
(|uestionB relating to govorninont and the 
organization of socie'^y that the police of 
Chicago sought, the ether day, to curtail 
The .-Vnarchista of that city have a society 
which they call the Arbeiter Bund, w 
holds its iiieetingB periodically. The 
mayor forbade the ineetiiiga of this so- 
ciety, and lie was upheld in this pro 
ceeding by the Chicago '/'W/iujic and other 
newspapers. Those Anarchists had vio 
lated no law, but the mayor held that 
their princijiloa led to the violation of 
law, and thoroforo tho discussion of them 
should bo put dow-n by force, if necessary 
Was thia an unwarrantable iiitorference 
witli tlio liberty of speech, or w-aa it not ? 
In England, .AiiaiebistH, Sociiiliata, C' 
munists, Atheists, and all others who 
bold extreme, opinions, are at perfect 
liberty to meet and discuss subjects of all 
kinds. As long as they refrain from com- 
mitting a breach bl the peace, the officers 
of the government do not interfere with 
them. Enlightened Englishmen say that 
perfect freedom of discussion prevetita 
the doctrines taught by tlnao peojile be- 
coming dimgeroiia. The free di.=/jna;ii;:n 
of these- "daiigeroiis" doctrines denions- 
irates tlieir aljatirdity and their iiiajiplica- 
bility to the circnnistancea of the peuide, 
tiiid is much more likely to convince then 
ailvocates of the untenableness rif the 
position they take, than to make converts 
among intelligent and thoughtful men. 
They say that these doctrines have made 
tar less progress in Great Britain, 
where speech is free, than in the con- 
tinental countries of Europe in which it 
ia under groat restraint. He.sidea, tlieae 
advocatosof freedom contend, if ouriiiHti- 
liitKms cannot survive the freest discua- 
aion they mnsl, fall. lint the nia3-(jr of 
Chicago and many of its citizens do not 
reason in this w-ay and they were deler- 
inined to put down anarchisiii with a 
ttrong hand. The anarchists applied to 
a judge for an injunction to restrain the 
jiolice from interfering with their meet- 
ings. He did not grant them the injunc- 
tion they asked for but ho told them that 
if the police tried to break iij) their meet- 
ings they had goi'il gnnuida for an action 
agaiiiat ilio atil lioriliea. Tlio law ma}- be 
on the side of tho aimrcliist.s now but the 
(|Ucstion is, if an}- very considerable liiim- 
bor of the citiiceiis of tlie ruited Stales 
liold the Kainu views and are actuated by 
the sanio spirit as tho mayor of Chicago 
and those who uphold him, will tho law 
be long ill favor of free speech when its 
exorcise is opposed to the opinions and 
feelings of the tnajurity ? The institutions 
of the Republic have as yet had no great 
atruin placed upon thoni in this direction. 
Tlio intolerant inon among tliuni have 
boon aatiHiiod with those extra-legal prac 
tiees and lu-oceeduigs that men resort t< 
when they wish to silence and iiitiiiiidali 
those who try to teach what Ibe majority 
liialiko. But tho indications aro that they 
will not stop at tar and featliers, riding 
(Ml a rail, social ostracism and other melh 
ods more or less effective in stopping the 
spread ef dangerous opinions. The Chicago 
incident shows that tiiby aro inclined to 
call in the aid of law to silonco those who 
bhoy'think ought not to speak. Will such 
oiirtailinent of tho liberty of sjiooch elfect 
the iiurpiise sought 7 Is not the British 
way tho bust and; more < obuiistent with 
true freedom ? 



■ CHEATED. 

Men and women who want to got rich 
in a hurry wore tnughl, a severe lesson by 
a worthy pair, Mr. and Mi-a. li'riond. 
Mr. Friend, of Now York, professed to 
havo discovered a method of refining 
sugar by electricity. Ho wont to England 
to find the capital necessary to carry out 
his invention. Some English capitalists 
heard his story, and when they had soon 
Hpeciiiions of his electrically reliued 
sugar, they advanced him tho money 
ho neoded. After a while tho Electric 
Sugar Refining Company, of New York, 
was established. The rolinery was built. 
It was a mysterious place, for tho process 
was a secret, .which ,.,no one. should^ba al- 
lowed to steal; • When the stookkolders 
assembled t« see how the sugar they ad- 
i'nired so much was made they saw tho 
raw sugar hoisted into one part of the 
building, and the refniod sugar, beauti- 
fully white, pouring out of slioota in an- 
other part. Of the intermediate parts of 
tlio ])roces8 thoy saw nothing. Tho 
secret chambers wore not o[)oned to them. 
Thoy went homo wondering and admiring, 
and the stock immediately afterwards 
made a jump upwords. An agent, 
representing the British stockhold- 
era made a voyage to Now York, 
was shown samples of tho beautiful »ugar, 
aiw tho building in which it was 
made and returned homo and told his 
principals that there were millions in it. 
Friend befm-o this bad dieil but, his wife 
who is a woman of resources took tho 
nmnageiiient of tho concern. The Elec- 
tric Sugar llolinety being rather slow in 
producing tho promised results enquiries 
were made and suspicions were excited. 
Mrs. Friend seeing trouble in tho dis- 
tance suddenly and mysteriously diaiip 
peared. The atockbolders at liiat institii. 
ted an iiKpiiry. T'hey broko into the sec- 
ret chamber and fotiiul theie, not tlootrio 
apparatuH, but a few copper seivt^a and a 
crusher or two. The wonderful .secret 
was thou vovealod. Tho electric sugar 
was nothin:; more than refined loaf sugar 
clieniically treated so as to remove all re- 
maining impurities and crushed. Tho 
castles in the air which the stockholders 
had built were demolished almost in- 
stantaneously, and tho money they had in- 
vested instead of yielding them a rich re- 
turn disapponred with the artful and do- 
cejitive Mrs. Friend. Stinio say that a 
niillion dollara bus thua vaniahod, and 
others say that it is only three hundred 
thousand.

lirovide their sons with a bit of carpet or 
fi^lt ni Persia, or with a ousbion in Turkey, 
.i- ^ i>liuTe between them and tbe mat. . Somo 
■" of the older boys go so far as to obtain a 
cushion U) iiiii-oduco between* tlieir bocks 
and the wall, but this luxury is ratbor dis- 
ctmnlenaiieod by tho masters as an en- 
ci'ouehuient on tlioir own poouliar dignities. 
All the boys have their hoods covered, but 
they are without their shoos, wlUob are loft 
near the door, so mingled and so aimilar in 
8hai)e and color that it would seem diffloult 
for each to liiul his own; but on tbebrealc- 
iiig up everyone seems to slip his feat into 
bis owu shoes without anyo/ that individual 
1..^^8itiaiou or geuerol oouAulflnwhicb might 
bo expected. , > . , • 

When tbo boya aiae lewntngtbeir lessons, 
or repeating them 10 their master, they do 
80 all at once with a loud voicOi and with a 
continual see-saw of the body, without 
which raovoment they seem to concoivc it 
impossible tbat any thing can be learned. 
Tbo scono which Uiis affords is extreme- 
ly ludicrous to a European, particu- 
larly as tbo zeal of the learner ia estimated 
by tho loudness of his voice and tho violonco 
of Ids .HH;saw; aud honoo, when conscious 
of the ap]>roiu'h of a person whom tho mas- 
ter or pupils wiah to impress with n favor- 
able opinion of their applicatiou and prog- 
ress tlio nofsa In the school-room, which 
may previously have sunk into a low hum, 
rises abruptly to the clamorou.s uproar of 
many voices. It seems that in reiuiing all 
at once to the master tho older hoy^, in Ihu 
school at lanre, are expected to give somo 
uttcnlioii tu the others near them. Tho 
master can not, in .such a noiso, distinguish 
tho individual iK-furacy of each reader, and 
liis attention ia llu'reforo directed to ob- 
Korve that time is as nearly as may be kept 
by the voir<>9, and, in some uiiasuro, in the 
motions also of the pupils. This object 
Buiuiis but [KXirly attained. This stylo of 
reading is moat unnatural. It is a drawling 
chant, uttered in a very loud voice. 

In tho East generally the tone of tho 
voice is very hi|,'-li, even in common coiiver- 
Kaliou, but in ro.uliiij' it is raised to scream- 
iii^r. Bomo Arabs desired a frieud of mine 
to lot them hear him rend, write* a eor- 
n>six)iidonl of the London Staniliinl. He 
Complied, on which they exclaimed: "You 
lire not reading, you are tiilkiiig !" The fact, 
however, is thai e.xi'opt among those of 
the learned professiuns, few of those 
who have professedly learned to read 
111 the schools can or do exerclHe the ac- 
quirement in after life; and tbo few who do 
remain actually qualilied ui read with facil- 
ity rarely do so without some slimulus in- 
comporubly stronger than would be re- 
quired ia this or, perhaps, aay European 
country. After a residonco of several years 
among Mohammedan people, I do uci recol- 
lect more than three instaucos in which I 
havo seen persons quietly engaged in read- 
ing a book to themselves, all the actions of 
their ordinary life are much more exposed 
to public notice than can well be imagined 
in this country. 

These facts uneasQy expMned. Boolcs 
are okpensive articles of luxuiyiu Hoham- 
.medau.countrles, and this is alone.sufficicnt 
to,bccount for much that we have stated. 
Beforo'tbo introduction of tho art of print- 
ing the state of knowledge among the peo- 
ple was not more favorable in this country 
than it is In Persia now. There is also 
another less obvious circumstance, which 
%vould have great Influence even were the 
manuscript books much more common and 
cheap than they are. This is tho difficulty 
- of reading manuscript. This difficulty 
should not be underrated. Even in this 
' country most educated persons would re- 
quire considerable stimulus to induce them 
to go through o manuscript volume. Thoso 
only whoso duty it is to examino manu- 
scripts and to prepare them for tho press 
can describe the tediimsiiess of tho opera- 
tion. It is not one of the least aiivaiu^i;^cs 
of printing that il ha.s tended to simplify 
the character employed in the preparation 
<if books and to render il uniform. This 
ccimparisim very imperfectly illustrates our 
incaiiiiig, for our manuscripts are fur moro 
legible to us than thoso of tho East aro to 
an Oriental. 

Among ourselves many persons who can 
write shorthand with facility are unable to 
roiwl il with ease; an Oriental manuscript is 
a sort of shorthand which many more ix;r- 
ttoiis aro aide to write than reail. The 
words aro abliroviatcd, iis in .Hhoriband, by 
the omission of vowels, and when the words 
are deciphered tho want of punctiialion 
renders il often diffloult to discover ul oiieo 
tho moaning of the phrases. When to this 
it is added that there aro several different 
styles'of writing, besides tho ditlercnco oc- 
casioned in the several manuscripts by tho 
variety of individual hands and flourishes, 
It will bo perceivfid that ft person can not 
read with facility without moro practico 
than the state of literature and knowledge 
encourages any considerable number of 
students to seek or enables them to obtain. 
A'Strangerisvery liablo to bo deceived in 
estimating the competency of a Mohamme- 
dan to read. A very large part of common 
education consists in learning by heart a 
1' >m:lderablo portion of current literature, 
l...nicularly of the Koran. Ho is, therefore, 
able to repeat by rote tho most striking pas- 
sages of almost any of the very limited 
number of books which are likely to bo 
placed before him. He will turn over Its 
leaves tmtil ho can find soma passage with 
vhich he is acquainted, and will repeal il 
corid'l lyas if from the book; but, if sud- 
denly interrupted, he is afterward quite 
unable to indicate the part of the pugo ut 
which the interruption took place.

The Vancouver Mcu-.-i-AiUxrti.-ici- rejiort.s 
a peculiar accident which occurred in that 
city on Thursday afternoon. A team of 
valuable horses was standing on CorJov.i 
street, when a runaway horse attachetl tn 
a delivery wagon took friijlit lurlher u[) 
the street and came dashim; alon^ at 
lightning speed. The team of horses was 
directly in front of the runaway, and In;- 
ing unable to stop his a|jeed he attein|ited 
to jump over the other two ;miiiial3. Tho 
result w.is that the te.iiii was knocked 
down, and one of the animals had its leo 
broken, and had to be shot to end its 
pain.

The steamer Cariboo Fly, Capt. Meyor, 
returned from Queen Charlotte Islands 
and the Skuena lliver last eveuing. We 
are indebted to Capt. MeyM.ftii; the fol- 
lowing interesting notes of tfia trip, and 
tlio particulars of tho loss of the schooner 
Skeeua, by which nine persons, including 
a son of Mr. Cunningham, were drowned : 
TBB SKU. mBBKY. 

It having been found last year by Mr. 
Henry Saunders and associates, that tho 
proaecution of tho skil lishury, at Oueen 
Charlotte Islands, could not be carried on 
regularly by sailing schoonurs, on account 
of the uncertainty of conniiuiiication, an*' 
delay from bad weather, it was decided 
by tlie above gentlemen to egtablish fish- 
ing stations on shore, near the fishing 
grounds, provided regular comniunicati(Ui 
could bo had by stoamer between Vic- 
toria and such stations. Such could 
easily be arrange<l by the regular north- 
ern coast steamers, jirovidetl they could 
use a passage separating Moroaby from 
Graham island ; but it having borutofore 
been considered impossible that steamers 
ot any capacity could go through it, the 
Cariboo Fly was sent to inspect the pas- 
sage. 

Captain Meyer reports that he found 
no (lilliculty whatever in going ihrougli 
this passage, and gays that if the domin- 
ion government would take some interest 
in the matter, and erect three or foiir 
(/u;/ beucon^ in certain parts of tho chan- 
nel, any steamer up to twelve feet 
draught, could go through at tho jiropor 
stage of tide, thereby being enabled to 
make the trip from .Skidegate to the liah- 
ing station at Saunders liarhour in from 
four to live hours, wherein the same dis- 
tance around either end of tho Islands 
might take ao many days, on account of 
the changeable weather around these 
islands. 

Captain Meyer also reports tliat he 
found two good harbors near the fishing 
grounds, not indicated on the ailiniralty 
charts, either of which would be more 
easy to roach from Skidegiite than the one 
at present selected for stations. 

'I'lio weather on the west coast of 
Queen Charlotte's was f(Uind to be ccui- 
siderably milder than in the same latitude 
on tho mainland. Not a speck of snow 
could be seen, except near the tops of tho 
mountains, whereas on the inaiiiland 
oVBrything was covered down to the 
water line. Four tisiiermon left last fall 
at Saunders' harbor, by 'McLean Bros., 
were ingood health, and had put up some 
buildings for a station.

A large whale had booii cast on shore 
recently at Saunders' harbor, some of 
whose bones wore brought down by the 
Fly. 

LOSS OK THK SKKENA. 

On the 15th of December last, while 
Mr. Cunningham's .•sclioouer iSkeena 
was on her way to Skiilegsto, siio sprung 
a leak during bad weather, and sank. A 
son of Mr. Cunningham's, and eight out 
of dfteen Indian passengers being 
daowned, while the captain, and a white 
boy, named Johnson, and seven Indians 
wore saved in a boat.

On tho Skeeua River, a white man 
named Wm. Faulkner, and an Iniliaii, 
wore drowned by the capsizing of a boat, 
while crossing the river. Neither bodies 
or boat have been found so far. The 
boat was a good Columbia River fishing 
boat, and it is supposed that the accident 
was caused through not having ballast in 
her.

THE GRAND TRUNK. . 

Sir Henry Tf ler Biteafcs Aboat Its Belattons 
with the Canadian Paeifle. 

The following is tho reference made by 
Sir Henry Tyler, president of the Grand 
Trunk, at the annual meeting of thesharo- 
holdors, as published in London En- 
mnrcrinci News of Deooinber Ist, 1888: 

Now I come to the most delicate por- 
tion of my duty. I kno'w you will expect 
mo to refer to the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way; and I will begin by reading a letter 
which I have received from Mr. Miloy, 
one of our proprietors: 

"Dear Sir, — When the Groat Western 
and Grand Trunk companies wore pro- 
moted, tho government of tho time, re- 
cognizing that in a thinly-peopled colony, 
aliareholders would bo induced to invest 
more from the future than the immediate 
prospects of dividends, was careful to 
point out that, being brought under the 
ji'gis of tho Government they would bo 
])rotected from the opposition of rival 
companies. Ho>t has this promise boon 
kopt / 1 will pass by the building of the 
Canada .Scnithern which directly opposed 
both the old linos, for 1 quite agree with 
your remark at tho lust meeting, that it 
is useless opening up old grievances; but 
tho patience of our shareholders seems 
only to pi-ovoke further attacks on the 
part of the Canadian Pacific, and wo are 
now threafencd with a further oppositien 
by tho building of a lino from London to 
Detroit, which will give almost tho uniipie 
example of four lines serving the 
same district, running parallel within a 
few miles. of each other 1 Further, when 
last year the boanl proposed umalgama- 
tiiiii with the Hamilton and North West- 
ern Railway, they issued a map showing 
tho railway syslem of tho district involved. 
I must C(Uif ess that to me, and doubtless 
to the great majority of my follow share- 
holders, this map was, to use an Ameri- 
canism, an eye-opener, and few, I imagine, 
htid any idea that the government, iu thu 
face of their promises, had, in a sparsely 
peopled district, promoted or permitted 
an o|i|>ositiun at so many points where 
there can scarcely be sufliciont traflie to 
pay a single company. Some nine years 
ago our then president, Mr. Richmond 
Potter, pointed luit how vastly in excess, 
in pr(q)orlion to the population, the Can- 
ailian railway system was to that of tho 
I'nited Kingdom; since then, the mileage 
has, I believe, been mure than doubled, 
while tho population has only fractionally 
increased, and of all railway iysteina the 
Canadian has been, andTemains, the most 
unrenunierative and disastrous. The rea- 
son is not far to seek, and though on pre- 
vious occasions you havo deprecated 
allusions on the part of shareholders — 
and doubtless for valid reasons — to our 
treatment at the hands of the Dominion 
(rovornment, I think it is now imperative 
that a strong protest should be niado 
against what 1 cannot but think is a 
grievous injustice and want of faith.

You may readily understand that tho 
subject of the Canadian Pacific and its re- 
lation to the Grand Trunk formed the 

subject of a groat deal of anxious discus- 
sion between myself and Mr. Hickson 
and tho (irand Trunk odicials on my re- 
cent visit to Canad.i. I have never un- 
derrated tho importance of this question, 
though I have not feared that the cumpu- 
tition of the Canadian Pacific would be 
such a serious matter as some gentlemen 
^osiieeially those who are sometimes in- 
terested in lowering tho price of our se- 
curities — pretend to believe. But 1 havo 
always held the samo views, and state 
tli-( .same views. I have always said that 
tho Canadian Pacilic proper, extending 
from the Atlantic to tho Pacilic, and con 
necting various Canadian Provinces one 
witli another, and establishing a CanadiAii 
route lictween the two oceans, was an ob 
ject of Inqierial as well as of Canadian iin 
]iortanci3, calculated to enlist our sympa- 
thies and our warnwist wishes, and oven 
to ensure our co-operati.m ; but when that 
laudable el ject was mixed up and com 
billed with a series of projects through 
other portions of the Dominion, un- 
necessarily, and 1 may say ostenta- 
tiously, competing with tho Grand 
Trunk Company at every point, 
then wo should havo been more 
than mortal and less than hiiinaii if we 
had not experiunced aonio sense of injus 
tice, and some prickings of indignation, 
and more especially so when Pailiainen 
tary assistance and Oovernnient iiiturfer 
eiice were thrown ojienly and heavily int( 
the scale iigaiiiBt us, and when good faith 
and friendly relations were not always 
adhered to in quarters whore such influ 
01 ices might have been most expected t( 
prevail.

Now, tlioBo extensions of the Canadian 
Pacilic Railway are still being pushed for 
ward with the aid of subsidie*! from the 
Government. A line has been coinpletei 
to (iuelpli, and is lo bo extended to (Jod 
ericli. That is one project they' have in 
view. Then, again, what they call the 
West Ontario T^acilie Extension has als 
been subaidized, and is being coristructci 
parallel to the Grand Trunk and Canada 
Southern Railway for 110 miles, fnjni 
London to Detroit ; and I am sorry to say 
that we Imvo not found it jiossiblo to 
make an arrangement with tlio Canadian 
Pacilic (Jii wh;it we consider reasonable 
terms, to uno oiii- existing lines, of which 
seventy mihis is double, in place of mak 
ing a. new line between those points. Mr 
Hiokson was most anxious to make such 
an arrangement, even though it would 
give them a moans at once of competing 
on very favorable terms against us. 

We receivi.'d vari(Uis telegrams and let 
ters from Mr. \'aii lloriie on the subject 
Wo rc]ilicd to tlumi, and tried to iiegotiati 
on what wo thought a reasonable basis; 
and we also naid, if wo givo you this op- 
portunity, on the very low teriiij pro 
posed, of using our lino, and of being 
practically joint owners of our line be 
twBon London and Detroit, (uight you 
not to givo us similar facilities frcjin Ni- 
pissing to Sault Ste. Mario, and make 
fair arraiigements for eicliangiiig train 
at Nipissing for Toronto and Ontario 
points y We had a right to expect that 
they would reciprocate, and give us such 
facilities. But no j that was a very dif- 
ferent matter, and we could obtain no 
f.avorablo reply on that jioint ; indeed 
they aro still sending traflie ftu' Ontario 
more than 200 miles round by .Smith's 
Falls, rather than allow it to flow over 
our lino from Nipiasiiig direct to Toronto

has passed, but Mr.. Van Home has not 
answered the very courteous letter which 
Mr. Hickson wrote to him on .Seiitemhor 
L'Tth on these subjects.

respoiiil. nee wit h i\I r. Van llorne he as- 
serts lb 1, he can raise the necessary mon- 
ey at 1 :i 10 |)er cent. In the course of 
the .iliovo correspondence, Mr. Van 
Home referred to another lino the Can- 
adian Pacilic Company have obtained pow 
ers for, and intend to ciu-stnict, from 
Sudbury .Jnnotion to Ol.neniont, Ontario, 
which would be, say .'(()() miles long, iiiid 
woidd cost, say f 1 .ViDD.OOO.

templating an extension from Wood- 
fitock to tlamilton. Thoy are also con- 
templating extensinng into Montreal and 
Toronto at very considerable cost, and are 
pushing ouc in numenms other directions, 
which 1 need not hero refer to. This be- 
ing so, I feel that the time has como when 
I cannot, in addressing you, ignore those 
questions of so much importance to tho 
Grand Trunk Company; and I cannot 
avoid, thorcforo, alluding to the subjeck, 
and discussing it in public, at the same 
time keojiing, 1 hope, within tho bounds 
of prudence and good policy in doing so. 
I earnestly desire that all such questions 
between the two companies should be dis- 
cussed without any personal feeling, and 
simply from a business point of view; but 
from that point of view wo aro 
bound, in order to deterniiue in many re- 
spects our own action and our own policy, 
to coiisiilor seriously what are the proba- 
bilities in regard to the future of our ag- 
gressive competitor. 

You know that up to the present time 
tho Canadian.PaoifioOompany have been 
very successful in obtaining, as they re- 
quired them, largo nioasures of assist- 
ance from the Canadian government, and 
they have also obtained, whenever they 
have asked hjr it, large sums of money 
from the British juiblic; and 1 havo al 
ways uiidersli)(id investors to say, "Wo 
do not know much about the Canadian 
Pacific, but thoy are sure to get further 
assistance from the Canadian government 
which is bound to carry them through." 
There has been a feeling, in fact, that 
wliateviu-tbeir dillicult ies might bo, the 
Canadian government was biniiid to' assist 
them, iis the ;^-overiiment agents have by 
issuing their loans. 

Having regard, tlieii, to these extoii- 
sions which the Canadian Pacific aro now 
making, in competition with the Grand 
Trunk Company, and lo the future course, 
and the future action, and the future 
coiiiinitmeiits ol tlm (Irand Trunk Coni- 
])aiiy, it is ol the lirat iniportaiice for us, 
1 think, to seek a re]dy to a few very per- 
tinent, though perhaps not very agreoablo 
<luestions, which wo would otherwise not 
c.iro to discuss iu public. Now, the first 
question which we have to consider is — Is 
it possible that the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way will he able t(j oliLaiii any further 
large nicisuru assistance fri;m the Cana- 
dian (oiveniiiiciit / \N'e ciiniot conceive 
that tho C'aiiHiliaii ( I'uvcrnment would 
themselves answer that (juesliuii in the af- 
lirmative. Then, in tho absence of this 
probability, how far will they be able to 
raise all the money wliieb they may re- 
(piire for these iiuineroua extousioiLS and 
projects in tbe British money market— 
from tlu) British public — from you, in 
fact, gentleman { 1 will leave you to ans- 
wer that <iiiest ioii. 

Then t he third (piostion I have to an- 
swer is this : As lime goes on the renewals 
aro required, and as tho accounts of tho 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company como 
down to ail ordinary basis, will their net 
prolits sullice to pay their lixod charges, 
amounting a.s they now do-"-since thoy ob- 
tained their last' s;ir),UUO,000 guarantee 
from the Canadian (iovernmeiit — to §4,- 
(),S.'),0.S1 a year - upwards of two million 
dollars every half year I If their resour- 
ces and net prolits are sutUcionf, we shall 
have a very formidable rival to contend 
with ; but we shall not be found, depend 
up(jii it, unccpi.al to the t.isk. If their net 
prolits are not suUicient in any half year 
to meet all these fixed charges, tlion, 
gentlemen, what will happen next '/ be- 
cause some very important questions 
must then arise, as to whether tho 
Canadian Government will not, in 
any case, h.ive to take (jver and koei 
open that portiuu of the line which 
connects iMoiitrcal and the Pacilic; and 
what is then lo l)ecoiiie of the other parts 
of the e\l ensive system which thoy havo 
been constructing, and are constructing, 
mostly in competition with the Grand 
'I'runk Railw.ay throughout Cimadu, and 
oven beyond its holders. These, gentle 
men, may he inconvenient ipiestions, but 
they are vital in importance to us, having 
charge of the enormous interests of the 
Grand Trunk Conip.tiiy. I think we slujuld 
bo absolutely neglecting our duty if wo 
did uot seriously consider them, and if 
wo did not also at this juncture direct 
your attention to them. Sirdeorgo .Ste- 
phen has, as, you are aware, K.'tired from 
the lU'csideiicy of the Cauadiun I'acilic 
Com|jaiiy, ami h.is stated his reasons for 
doing so; and ue ale bound to consider 
whether any crisis is likely to occur 
the affairs of that company, and, as far as 
we can ascertain tho facts, further to com- 
pute the t imo when, if such a crisis seems at 
all proliahle, it is likelv t(j be exiiectod. 
iMeanwhile you will h.avo (ibserved that

A Fatal Attaeb. 

A fatal attack of croup is a frequent 
occurrence among children.
